The questions respecting the re-arrangement 
of the official centre of government in the 
Central Goldfields, with a view to retrench- 
ment in the present embarrassed position of 
the couutry, are far too important and in- 
teresting for. US to be turned aside by such 
weak funnyisms as characterise selfishly- 
interested publications like the Clyde ' 
paper. Anyone who knows the current 
of general child-like prattle or gossip ; 
which flows from the Dunstan Times cen 
scarcely fail to see that it does look very 
much as if “some higher power” occasion- 
ally influenced its appearance, and this 
power does not always advocate what is the 
best for public interest, simply because it 
confounds what is of public interest with 
lyhat is Clyde interest and the writer’s per- 
sonal advantage. Certainly the Clyde organ is 
at times under some such occult influence, and 
that may account for the ides with which it 
deludes itself, that other journals are in the 
same position, and the unmanly and ground- 
less insinuations which it makes are quite in 
keeping with that passion which often makes 
an angry person attack even his best friends 
on the merest trifle of suspicion. 

Passing from this point, we again address 
ourselves to Giis important public question, 
and in doing so would seek candidly to show 
Alexandra and Blacks that the sooner they 
are severed from Clyde influence the better 
it will be for their own future prosperity. 
Why should a place like Blacks, which, as 
being the centre of one of the best agri- 
cultural districts in the neighborhood, has a 
future before it, be tacked on to Clyde 1 In 
fact, the sooner it is severed from Clyde the 
sooner will its claims be recognised by what- 
ever Government is in office. The time will 
come when a resident clerk there will be a 
necessity ; but that will not be so long as 
Clyde influence can prevent it. It is sur- 
prising that the people of Alexandra and 
Blacks have noi seen this lung ago, and 
agitated for such a change as is now about to 
be made. These townships can support 
themselves as centres of surrounding indus- 
tries, and for their existence they sre in no 
way dependent on Clyde, which at the pre- 
sent time has a rninons and doomed appear- 
ance, aa any one who passes through it cannot 
but notice. The visitor may at the present 
moment count empty decayed tenements by 
the dozen, and gardens around turning to a 
wilderness — in fact, as a business centra this 
township is fast wasting away. We do not 
make these observations by way of rejoicing 
over this decay, but simply state them aa 
facts, which anyone visiting Clyde can see 
for himself. To avert the impending collapse 
of this “ deserted village,” by the retention 
of officials therein is the whole object of the 
diatribes that now grace the columns of the 
Dunstan Times. We ask every honest-think- 
ing man whether it is not patent that an 
attempt is being made to render Alexandra 
and Blacks stalking-horses behind which the 
Clyde champion is endeavoring to defeat 
tha wise purposes of the Government ? 
Clyde and officialdom are necessary for the 
existence of the place, and truth, justice and 
public convenience alike will be joyously 
sacrificed to attain this end. Too long have 
the centres of industrious population suffered 
under the infliction of focussing officials 
in emasculated townships, and it is high rime 
the public servants were removed to places 
where their services are most required, snd 
where the people will receive the utmost value 
for the heavy charges they are called upon to 
bear. It will, therefore, be more prudent for 
Blacks and Alexandra to eat their connec- 
tion with Clyde altogether for not till then 
will their claims be recognised, nor will they 
till then receive that justice to which their 
resources, geographical positions and sur- 
roundings entitle them. For the Cromwell 
district we have no fear. It has claims that 
no Government can overlook, -Hi position 
and reionrcea that must force it to the front 
despite all the maehinationa the exponent of 
Clyde opinion can evolve from his scheming

The dias beneath the 
dome on whibh the Governor stood to open 
the Exhibition' was decorated iri an . ex- 
tremely,, 'tasteful manner,, . The ladies of 
Melbourne,. at all times famous for their good 
taste-in, .dress, .quite surpassed themselves on ' 
the . occasion, and- the ground ;floor , of . .the . 
Exhibition can best .be compared.to a garden 
of flowers in verdant summer beauty. - ■ . ■ . 

■ The spectacle, when the G.overnor entered, 
thri' building, was one worthy of London or 
Paris. It must be. confessed that both the 
Hon. W. J. Clarke, the President, and the 
Marquis of Nonnanby our Governor delivered 
their .speeches in so low a tone of voice that 
with the exception of those seated in their 
.immediate neighborhood the proceeding was 
a mere dufnb'"8h6'w~'ri6V'a' word could be 
heard,' rind those- 'within the building first 
learnt what had been said .an . hour or two 
afterwards , in the, columns of , the evening 
papers. If the speeches were a comparative 
failure, the cantata ;on the other hand was all 
that could be, wished. . Qur population is an 
exceediugly musical one, and the cantata was 
sang in a style which would do credit, to the 
Crystal Palace or Exeter Hall. Of the words' 
perhaps the less said the better. M. Caron’s 
music, however, would, 1 am convinced have 
been favorably ' received in any European 
Opera House. ' Altho'ugh soinejwlirit lengthy, 
the cantata was listened to by a vast audience 
with rapt attention. At its conclusion, when 
M. Caron came forward to be congratulated 
by the Governor, loud arid long applause ran, 
through the building. As , soon as the' 
Governor had duly declared the Exhibitibn 
opened, there was a rush to the reception 
rooms, the resources of which proved totally 
inadequate to' Satisfy the requirements of the' 
vast crowd which filled them'to overflowing. 
Perambulating the' building after the con- 
clusion of the opening ceremony, I was 
much struck by the eager attention which 
was given by the visitors to the pictures and. 
other objects of art in the galleries. In a 
colony like this where we are all more or less 
mixed up with trade and commerce, one 
would have ' naturally expected that the; 
splendid industrial exhibits to be found in 
the British, French, German, and oth or cou rts, , 
would have attracted''-most. attention. This 
however was not thc'oase; the industrial ex- 
hibits were comparatively deserted. On the 
other.hand, as.I have mentioned, the fine art 
galleries were quite inconveniently crowded. 
The explanatiori of this is' riot I think far to 
seek. Here iri Melbourne we have only, to 
walk any day of the week down our principal 
streets and in the windows of the shops all the 
most admirable produots of the manufactures 
of Europe can be seen.. Pictures, however, 
such as those displayed on the walls of the 
Exhibition, have neV6r' hitherto been seen 
this side of the line. • . 

The attendance on, the opening day 
was by no means . so numerous as 
might have been expected. The number 
of visitors present fell ' short by many 
thousands of those present at the Sydney 
Exhibition last year. This is in a great 
measure to he accounted for by the exceed- 
ingly defective arrangements made- by our 
Oommissio.ners, who appiropriated all the. beat 
places for themselves and friends, a proceedr 
ing which the general pujbiio naturally re- 
sented by .staying, away. The. Exhibition 
however promises to be a great success. .-I 
may mention that Sir Eerbert Sandford, .the 
British Commissioner, informed methatwhen 
ho first visited the Exhibition, he was 
literally taken by surprise at the magnitude 
of the building and the splendid coTleclion 
of exhibits from all parts of the globe which 
are to be aeon within it. This opinion I 
know la shared by all onr foreign visitors.

The next day I amused myself admiring the 
scenery, and reabing preparatory to doing the 
remainder of the journey^ about 60 mileg. The 
Motu river, on whose banka I was now camped, 
is at this point about 1,500 feet above the level 
of the sea, and drains that part of the country 
between Opotiki and Poverty Bay, It flows 
into the Bay of Plenty east of OpotikL Both 
below and above the fall the scenery ig wonder- 
fully 6ue. At the point where the bridge spans 
it, it narrows from about 100 yards to 20 feet, 
and comes tumbling down in three beautiful 
Cascades, the last being tbe narrowest but^not 
the tineat to look at. To*enjoy the view best, 
one has to climb down the cliff over which it 
runs and* take a look at it from below. From 
the top fall to the bottom is over 100 feet, and 
to see the water dashing down in one mass of 
white foam, with tbe frame-work of a luxuriant 
growth bn either side, is immense. ’Talking 
about ferns, I never saw anything like tbe 
fern growth. There is a small island, or rather 
gigantic boulder, standing at the foot of the fall, 
and when 1 climbed to tbe top of it I found the 
kidney-leaf fern growing as high as Imy waist, 
evidently caused by the never-ceasing spray of 
the fall. ■ ' > . , 

On the following day, Friday, I again started 
on my journey. 1 had, previous to this, thought 
that I had never travelled over a worse road in 
my life, but it wag nothing to what 1 had to 
tramp over this day. 1 had literally to force 
my way through the undergrowth, which was 
dripping wet, and wag soaked through and 
.through before 1 had gone a mile. The first 
three or four miles were along tbe banks of the 
river, which runs lazily along without a ripple, 
on the right hand of tho tracli through a virgin 
forest, the boughs of the trees drooping into the 
water on either side. The scenery for the time 
made np for the disagreeable state of the road ; 
but after leaving the liver the road becomes 
worse and worse..' - At dusk I managed to get to 
a rough shelter at the edge of the bush, about 
22 miles, and. I foiind.it very acceptable and 
dry. I contrived to light a Are with a few 
dry sticks, and made myself snug for the night. 

The next morning was tbe first fine day 1 had 
had since starting from Opotiki, bub bitterly 
cold. My tramp this day wag through fern 
country, and very uncomfortable I found it for 
xny bare legs, and, as there wag no track to 
speak of, I had to force my way through the 
fern. I managed to get over 15 miles by noon, 
and arrived at Cooper’s out'Stabion, a new place 
then building, where T got a good dinner, the 
first for five days. I was forced to remain here 
Rsthe rivers were up, and they made me very 
comfortable in a rough sort of way. - I rested 
that day and the next, and, as the rivers had by 
that time become fordable, I prooeerled on my 
way. Sixteen mtJea tnora brought me to the 
oamp, my deetination but before getting 



there X had to pass through some of tbe ffnest 
countrv to be seen in New Zealand, and what 
^Knip;ht be palled virgin soil, '^alt'is only now*that 
it iS beginDing to be occupied. As I app’oachad 
the camp, signs of oirilization began to make ■ 
itself visible. First one homestead newly, put 
up, then one with a fence,' and flo on until a 
charming little nook was reached, with Ik still 
more charming cottage nestled in it, snd with a ' 
lady gardening in a flower garden -(the first 
petticoat since 1 left Opotiki). • ^ 

. The next day I proceeded to Ormond, about 
XQ miles, a&d remained there for three days. 
Ormond da a charming place ; 2,000 acres there 
would be the height of my ambition I found 
several old friends there, who were very hospit- 
able, and the new friends-were liberal in invita-: 

. tions to me to' stay with them, which I regretted 
X could not accept. Ormond is what might be 
called the ^artisoh towd of Poverty Bay ; it is 
about iO miles. from tho coast, , Poverty Ba) ,! 

If ever a misnomer was given; by a discoverer it 
was tbe above name ;' 'batih justice to Captain 
. Cook it must bo said that the first impreaaions 
. on -landing at Gisborne or Turanganui are'uot 
favorable, for' the township' is built on a sandy 
■ soil, and the road is ankle deep in sand leading 
out of it.' The town ia, however, nothing j it is 
-'iDitbe country at the back that all interest lies, 
and once you get three miles out you soon see 
the .difference — I never saw such gross as is on 
the Patutaki Plain, even at this time of tbe year 
•r- gardens scattered all over the place, and in 
summer abundance of fruit. Near the Bishop’s 
place at Waiarangaheka it is a perfect paradise. 
This is the site of one of the fiercest pitch 
battles evbr: fought against the Maoris by the 
colonial troops; but when 1 saw it on the 
^Qi^e^n’a. Birthday a very, different contest was. 
going on. The old battle-field was crowded with 
all the beauty and fashion of both races, and 
the excitement that had drawn them together in 
friendship was the annual race-meeting, (t was 
amusing to see what swells the Natives and 
half-casts tarn out on these occasions, and, as 
regards horse-flesh, quite eclipsing their white 
neighbors, ' I felt (^nite at home among so 
hospitable a cunimnnity, and when the steamer 
arrived was sorry to take my departure. , . 

After^a fair run, we made Tanranga about 
midday,' 1 remained there two days and then 
booked for Taupo in the coach; I was the only 
paas&nger, and we started early. 1 found it very 
cold. Tauranga is situated-on a promontory, 
and from it a plateau elopes gradually upwards 
till the horizon is closed by a belt of bush. A 
drive of about II miles, after -p^siug over the 
site of the once celebrated Gate Pah, where our 
tdoopa were so cut up, at list brought iia tb that 
belt, and to the first accommodation house on 
the road. The plape, or I shouid ^ay township, 
as it ia marked out for one, although it ohly now 
consists of an hotel and store, and a farm adjoin* 
ing, ia called Europe or Orope. Here we stopped 
for a few minutes to water the horses, and to 
admire the view. From here we had a perfect 
panorama before us. Tanranga Harbor and the 
coast line north and south could be taken in at 
almost oue glance ; and out to- sea rose several 
islands, Major Island (the great' barrier) famous 
for its green lake and mountainous mass ; Mntito 
or Flat Island, and tbe nearest of all Rarewa, a 
rocky islet, the homo of the giant lizard, visited 
by me in 1873 to obtain specimens of the 
species ; while bn the right could be seen Whale 
Island, and under a white cloud of steam on the 
horizon lay White or Sulphur Island. The road 
through the bush was not of the beat, and at a 
half-way stable we changed horses. On leaving 
tbe bush, through which we had been travel* 
ling the best of the day, the country opens out 
into a large basic, evidently at one time a large 
inland sea—eveu now tbe old margin of it can 
be traced by the peculiar water*worn formation 
of tbe hills, &c.| that skirt it. ' 

Lake Rotorua now comes in sight, and In the 
far distance can be seen a misty vapor, under 
which lies the township uf Ohjnemutu, the end' 
of our first day’s stage. From the centre of tbe 
lake springs the gracefully shaped island 
Mokoia, the scene of the legend of the Maori 
Hero and Leander, made famous by Domett’s 
poem of Ranolf and Amohia, and from points 
in the semi-circle, formed by the shore on our 
left from Ohinenmtu to tbe Ngae, the old miesion 
station ; wbil^ jets -of steam, like columns of 
white smoke, curl up out of the ground. The 
great geyser of \Vai wbakarewarewa showed its 
locality far away by its dense irruption of steam, 
but whicli did not evince any signs o! acti^tj^. 

' On a previous visit to it in ’74 it gratified my 
curiosity, and was then well worth the ride from 
Tauranga to watch as it took leap after leap, 
each time attaining greater height as if it was 
gaining impetus for a final effort, in which it 
shot a column of boiling water 30 or 40 feet 
high^ then subsiding, leaving exposed to view 
the funnel sinking down through the top uf a 
high cone, formed by a deposit made by the 
falling wafpers. The coach arrived at the lake 
about five in the evening, and, after a swim in 
the hot lake with several Natives of both sexes, 
who were disporting themselves like veritable 
mermen and mermaids, we sat down to a good 
dinner of pheasant and wild duck. The re- 
mainder of tbe evening until bed-time was spent 
in bathing aud strolling about the settlement.
